The  gong  at  the  annual  Elks’  Club 
A.  A.  U.  boxing  tournament  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  sent  Smithy  Jacobs,  B.  Y. 
U.’s  135-pound  leather  pusher  into  one 
of  the  meet’s  fastest  and  hardest  fought 
battles  last  Tuesday  night.  For  three 
full  rounds  Arno  ' Magdiel’s  crown, 
won  in  last  year’s  meet,  hung  on  A 
thread  with  Smithey  Jacobs  applauded 
by  critics  as  the  gamest  fighter  of  the 
night,  plugging  his  way  toward  the 
championshp.  From  the  time  the  bell 
started  the  fight  to  the  last  second  of 
the  third  round  Smithey  fought  the 
champion  on  even  terms.  The  judge: 
gave  the  decision  as  a perfect  draw 
but  as  per  rules  no  draw  decisions  were 
to  be  given  so  a fourth  round  was  call- 
ed for.  Smithey  was  unable  to  come 
back  for  the  fourth  so  the  decision

“Tiger”  Balle  won  a decision  over 
Joe  Gobler  after  four  rounds  of  hard 
and  fast  fighting.  “Tiger”  is  a con 
tender  for  laurels  in  the  160  pound 
class.  As  in  Smithey’s  fight  Balle 
fought  three  rounds  to  a draw  but  in 
the  fourth,  due  to  many  months  of 
strenuous  training,  was  able  to  win  a 
decision  over  Gubler.  This  victory 
gives  the  “Tiger”  a chance  at  Elmo 
Smith,  former  champ  n the  147  pound 
class,  and  also  a chance  at  the  crown 
in  the  160  pound  class.

The  fellowship  carries  with  it 
stipend  of  $500  a year  and  free  tuition 
to  be  awarded  to  an  excellent  scholar 
who  has  already  completed  a year  or 
more  of  graduate  work.  Application:

“A  few  other  fellowships  (with 
similar  stipends)  and  several  scholar- 
ships ($200  and  free  tuition)  are  also 
available,  but  these  are  not  restricted 
to  any  one  department  and  are  usual- 
ly open  even  to  students  without 
previous  graduate  work,"  says  Prof- 
essor Lien  in  his  letter.

The  first 
group,  will  consist  of  piano  selections 
the  second  of  violin  selections,  the 
third  of  Vocal  selections,  and  the 
fourth  and  final  group  of  piano  sel- 
ections; The  works  of  Beethoven, 
Rubenstein,  Reger,  Schubert  and  other 
well-known  composers  will  be  pre- 
sented. Prof.  LeRoy  J^  Robertson 
under  whose  direction  she  studies  the 
violin,  will  play  the  accompaniments 
for  the  violin  selections,  while  • Prof. 
Gerrit  de  Jong,  Jr.  who  has  had  charge 
of  her  piano  work,  will  play  the  ac- 
companiments for  the  vocal  selections.

College  Morality  Is 
Much  Higher,  Says 
Rev.  Mr.  Glenn 


CHICAGO,  Feb.  12— College  stu 
dents  and  other  youngsters  are  rap- 
idly recovering  from  the  “whoopee” 
period,  and  the  plane  of  morality  ir 
the  college  is  much  higher  than 
was  two  years  ago,  and  rising. 

•This  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Rev. 
Leslie  Glenn,  secretary  of  college 
work  of  the  national  council  of  the 
Episcopal  church,  who,  for  the  last  18 
months,  has  been  conducting  an  in- 
tensive survey  of  student  morals  in  all 
sections  of  the  country,  with  especial 
reference  to  the  “whoopee”  craze. 

“There  are  still  cocktail  and  pet- 
ting parties,  of  course,”  said  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Glenn,  “but  they  are  diminishing 
and  are  now  merely  a fading  gesture 
of  the  so-called  ‘revolt’  of  youth.  Two 
years  ago  saw  the  lowest  moral  trend 
among  students.  Today  it  is  very 
much  higher  and  mounting  steadily.

Regardless  of  their  own  ide^s,  they 
want  their  children  to  come  up  under 
the  refining  influence  of  the  church.”
